WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
Japanese envoys in Washington 
reported to Tokyo the day before 
Pearl Harbor that they had been 
working with “influential” in- 
dividuals behind their “frontal ne- 
gotiations” with President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Hull. 

This was disclosed today in the 
release by the congressional com- 
mittee investigating the Pearl 
Harbor disaster of intercepted dip- 
lomatic messages sent by the Jap- 
anese between July 1 and Dec, 8, 
1941. : 

Committee Counsel William D. 
Mitchell officially disclosed the 
breaking of the Japanese diplo- 
matic code in the summer of 1941 
when he placed a 253-page printed 
copy of intercepted messages into 
the record. 

Hundreds pressed for vantage 
points as the public hearings into 
the disaster opened in the Senate 
office building caucus room.

DETROIT, Nov. 15 (AP)—The 
Ford Motor Co. today informed 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 


ers Union that it does not believe |‘ ° 


the present is the time to settle 
upon general wage increases and 
asked the union for guarantees of 


company security. 

In a letter to the union .with 
which it shortly will open negotia- 
tions on a demand for 30 per cent 
wage rate increases, the company 
asserted the union has had mem- 
bership and financial security in 
its contract with the company, 
but that “the company has had no 


compensating security.” 


“This has become so serious,” 


the letter said, “that, unless some 


provision can be arrived at on 
our negotiations to require the 
union to recognize a full responsi- 
bility of its own, the very future 
of the Ford Motor.Co. is at stake.” 

Accompanying the letter was a 
statement of 31 proposals which 
the company suggested be ac- 
cepted as modifications of the 


| present contract between the com- 
| pany and the union, 


With reference to a company 
security clause, the statement 
said: 

“The company proposes that the 
union present a plan, to be incor- 
porated: in the agreement, which 
will assure company security, 
through exercise of union respon- 
sibility, which the union shop and 
check-off plan have not provided;

effective guarantees against work 
stoppages and for increased pro-

Capt. Frank L..Lillyman of Skanea- 
teles, N. Y. 

For two years, through five op- 
erations and three hospitalizations, 
Lillyman dreamed, He made notes, 
so that no choice morsel would 
escape his memory when the time 
came to go home. He thought of 
his wife and how she liked flowers 
. of three-year-old Susan Jane, 
who should have more dolls, more 
toys He set aside $500, a few 
dollars now, a few later. 

A few Weeks ago in Germany 
the word came that he was going 
home. He put his dream notes 
together and wrote a letter to the 
manager of Hotel Pennsylvania. 

“T desire a suite that will face 
east so the sun will wake me up in 
the morning,” he wrote. “Each 
morning I will want a cup of 
English-made tea served to me in 
bed . and I will want three 
meals a day ... . my breakfast in 
the suite, with a suitable menu 
for my daughter, my noon meal 
likewise, but the evening meal 
available either in your dining 
room or in my suite.” 

He said he did not want to be 
called by his military rank. “The 
title of ‘mister’ will be music to 
my ears.” He enumerated other 
details of his dream problem, and 
asked: 

“(1) Can you do it? (If you can- 
not, it is all right... .) 

“(2) How much will it cost? 
(I'm a captain, not a general.)” 

The hotel manager, James H. 
McCabe, wrote Lillyman that ev- 
erything he asked for could be 
done, that it would cost “not one 
red cent.” 

Lillyman was the first para- 
trooper to land on European soil 
on D day. He, his wife and his 
daughter left their Skaneateles 
home this morning in the family 
car and were expected in New 
York City late this afternoon. 


Frantic Scramble for Homes 


To Be Vacated by REA Workers 


A scramble has begun for about 
450 homes, apartments and rooms 
to be vacated here when the Rural 
Electrification Administration be- 
gins its move back to Washington 
Dec. 15. 

In announcing the long-awaited 

moving date, the federal agency 
today stated that housing being 
vacated will be thrown on_ the 
open market, there being no ar- 
-rangements for turning the living 
| quarters over to employes of other 
/government agencies. 
Inquiries from frantic apart- 
ment and home seekers began 
pouring in on REA employes by 
night and day even before the 
| moving date was announced. 

Between 450 and 500 employes 


will be transferred to Washington, 
leaving only field personnel and 
a temporary liaison office manned 
by a skeleton crew. REA head- 
quarters here had 700 employes 
a month ogo, but many unwilling 
to move to Washington have re- 
signed, being replaced by tempo- 
rary substitutes who will not be 
transferred to the national cap- 
ital, the agency explained. 
Transfer of headquarters will 
require about a month. The tech- 
nica] standards division will move 
in a body Dec. 15, to be followed 
about Jan. 1 by the design and 
construction division. Other di- 
visions will move in sections and 
smaller groups at weekly inter- 


vals,

Roach’s Explanation, 

Asked in an interview why 
Petrol’s local “office” and his of- 
ficial committee office appeared 
to be one and the same, Roach 
said he could explain. 

“T had been with the National 
Committee since 1928 in various 
capacities,” he said, “and worked 
straight through until some time 
in 1943, when I decided to go out 
and get a job with some private 
company, possibly as a salesman. 

“When I mentioned this to Ed 
Pauley, who was committee secre- 
tary at the time and whom I was 
assisting, he asked me where I 
was going to look for a job. I said 
I didn’t know. He then suggested 
that I join his Petrol company, 
as it needed a man, I thought it 
was a good idea. - 

“So, starting in 1943, I worked 
for Petrol in Washington and else- 
where as its representative in con- 
nection with government contracts 
and similar business. I had, of 
course, meantime quit the commit- 
mittee.” 

“When the 1944 national cam- 
paign came along, Pauley and oth- 
ers asked me to help out, and I 
did so on a volunteer basis, get- 
ting only my expenses from the

Universal Training Urged 
— General Says He 
Would Have Jumped 
ia Ocean if He Thought 
New War Was Certain.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower told 
Congress today “Russia has no 
slightest thing to gain by war 


with the United States” and wants 
to be a friend. He added that 
“there will never be a war be- 
tween Great Britain and the 
United States.” 

Testifying in support of Presi- 
dent Truman’s request for uni- 
versal military training, Gen. 
Eisenhower told the House Mili- 
tary Committee: 

“IT believe Russia’s policy is 

friendship with the United States. 
There is in Russia a desperate 
and continuing concern for the lot 
of the common man and they 
want to be friends with the United 
States.” 
Doesn’t Think War Is Inevitable. 
The general said he knew that 
some Russians are concerned over 
criticism of the Soviet Union by 
the United States press. He added 
that it is difficult for Russians 
to’ understand a free press as it 
operates in the United States. 

Gen. Eisenhower said that if 
he thought another was was in- 
evitable he would not be here. 

“Tl would have jumped right 
out of my Plane over the Atlan- 
tic,” he said in answer to a 
question. 

He said he thought postwar 
universal military training was 
essential, but that did not mean 
war could not be avoided. 

If it did, he said, civilization 
might as well give up. 

His references to the possibility 
of war with Great Britain or Rus- 
sia were made in response to ques- 
tions by committee members. 

Can’t Foretell Aggressors, 
Representative Thomas (Rep.), 
New Jersey, asked: “Who do we 
have as potential aggressors?” 
Eisenhower would not specify 


any nation because he said he 
could not foretell international de- 
velopments, adding that years ago 
none thought we would be at war 
with*Germany or Japan. 

Right now, he said, “there is no 
one nation in the world that can 
challenge a prepared America.”

PRICES ON NYLONS TO DROP 
95 PER CENT OR MORE NOV, 20 


Cost to Range From 95 Cents to 
$2.05 a Pair, If They Can 
Be Found. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
Prices of nylon hosiery, if you can 
find them, will be 25 per cent or 
more lower on Nov. 20. 

Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles said today the new ceiling 
prices will be based on June 
(1941) costs because this was “the 
last normal prewar market for 
nylons. 

Retail prices for first-quality 
full-fashioned nylons will range 
from 95 cents to $2.05 a pair as 
compared with the former range 
of $1.65 to $2.50. OPA said women 
will have to pay no more than 
$1.20 to $1.40 a pair for the most 
popular kind of nylon hose—first 
quality, full-fashioned, all nylon, 
45 gauge. This is 45 to 65 cents 
below present prices. 

The next most popular kind—5l 
gauge will cost from $1.35 to $1.55 
a pair. This 40 to 60 cents less 
than present ceilings. For seam- 
less nylons, reductions range from 
20 to 85 cents a pair.

ARMY PLANS TO RELEASE 


TEXT OF DECLARATION 
ON ATOM BOMB CONTROL 


HE text of the declaration o 
President Truman and Prime 


T 


The President of the United 
States, the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom, and the Prime 
Minister of Canada, have issued 
the following statement: 

1. We recognize that the appli- 
cation of recent scientific discov-{ 
eries to the methods and practice 
of war has placed at the disposal 


of mankind means of destruction 
hitherto unknown, against which 
there can be no adequate military 
defense, and in the employment of 
which no single nation can in 
fact have a monopoly. 


2. We desire to emphasize that 
the responsibility for devising 
means to insure that the new dis- 
coveries shall be used for the ben- 
efit of mankind, instead of as a 
means of destruction, rests not on 
our nations alone, but upon the 
whole civilized world. Neverthe- 
less, the progress that we have 
made in the development and use 
of atom#c energy demands that we 
take an initiative in the matter, 
and we have accordingly met to- 
gether to consider the possibility 
of international action— 

(A) To prevent the use of 
atomic energy for destructive 
purposes. 

(B) To promote the use of 
recent and future advances in 
scientific knowledge, particu- 
larly of atomic energy, for 
peaceful and humanitarian ends, 


Peace Is Only Answer. 


3. We are aware that the only 
complete protection for the civil- 
ized world from the destructive 
use of scientific knowledge lies in 
the prevention of war. No system 
of safeguards that can be devised 
will of itself provide an effective 
guarantee against production of 
atomic weapons by a nation bent 
on aggression. Nor can we ignore 
the possibility of the development 
of other weapons, or of new meth- 
ods of warfare, which may con- 
stitute as great a threat to civil- 
ization as the military use of 
atomic energy. 


4. Representing as we do, the 
three countries which possess the 
knowledge essential to the use of 
atomic energy, we declare at the 
outset our willingness, as a first 
contribution, to proceed with the 
exchange of fundamental scien- 
tific information and the inter- 
change of scientists and scientific 
literature for peaceful ends with 
any nation that will fully re- 
ciprocate. 


5. We believe that the fruits of 
scientific research should be made | 
available to all. nations, and that 
freedom of investigation and free 
interchange of ideas are essential 
to the progress of knowledge. In 
pursuance of this policy, the 
basic scientific information essen- 
tial to the development of atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes has 
already been made available to 
the world. It is our intention 
that all further information of 
this character that may become | 
available from time to time shall | 
be similarly treated. We trust 
that other nations will adopt the 
same policy, thereby creating an 
atmosphere of reciprocal confi-

The commission should be in- 
structed to proceed with the ut- 
most dispatch and should be au- 
thorized to submit recommenda- 
tions from time to time dealing 
with separate phases of its work. 

In particular the commission 
should make specific proposals: 


(A) For extending between all 
nations the exchange of basic 
scientific information for peace- 
ful ends, 


(B) For control of atomic en- 
ergy to the extent necessary to 
ensure its use only for peaceful 
purposes, 

(C) For the elimination from 
national armaments of atomic 
weapons and of all other major 
weapons adaptable to mass de- 
struction, 


(D) For effective safeguards 
by way of inspection and other 
means to _ protect complying 
states against the hazards of 
violations and evasions.

The program was adopted yes- 
terday after a warning from the 
Bishop of Rochester that ‘the 
clergy's “spiritual anemia” had 
left half the British population 
“worse than heathens.” As chair- 
man of the Committee on Evan- 
gelism, the bishop submitted a 
report recommending a “mission- 
ary invasion of the modern agen- 
cies of propaganda” to combat the 
situation. 

The program envisions the use 
of motion pictures, radio, theater, 
television, press, literature, infor- 


mation centers and paid adver- 


tising. 


Best Man Truman Missed Chal 
On Main Street, Hurt Still Rankles

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 It 
was a melancholy day in Berry- 


ville that sodden Oct. 6 when 
President Truman visited the Vir- 
ginia hamlet to be best man at 
the wedding of his friend, Ben- 
nett C. Clark, former United States 
Senator from Missouri, and Violet 
Heming, British-born actress. 

Berryville hasn't forgotten what 
happened. The citizens weren't 
exactly mad, just terribly, terribly 
hurt, and the feeling today is as 
strong as ever. 

President Truman himself, 
though unwittingly, was the cause 
of it. Instead of driving down 
flag-bedecked Main street to re- 
ceive Berryville’s adulation, he 
was whisked over a back avenue 
to the rear of the Grace Episco- 
pal Church he entered by a back | 
door and later left by a side door. | 

This was too much for Berry- 
ville. The town's indignation | 
burst out in an. editorial in the 
weekly Clarke Courier, 
“The Presidential Cold Shoulder.”

Slash to Airport Near 


Tsingtao — Russians 
Turn Over Communica- 
tions in Manchuria 
Capital to Nationalists.

CHUNGKING, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
Soviet troops scheduled to with- 
draw soon from Manchuria, al- 
ready have handed over postal and 
telegraphic services of Changchun, 
the capital, to Chinese authorities, 
an official dispatch reported to- 
day. 

The transfer of control was 
made under an agreement permit- 
ting Russian use of the facilities 
until their withdrawal, the dis- 
patch said. The Chinese Govern- 
ment some time ago was notified 
that Soviet forces would be out 
of Manchuria by Dec. 1. 

At Tsingtao, meanwhile, the Chi- 
nese Communists’ Shantung army 
was reported moving to block a 
nationalist relief force headed for 
the violence-dotted province, and 
far to the south street fighting 
flared as Communists attacked the 
highway center of Tsaoyang, 145 
miles northwest of Hankow. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Richard Bergholz said Commu- 
nist forces driving to keep na- 
tianalists from Shantung had 
struck less than 12 hours after 
the Chinese (nationalist) Eighth 
Army began landing from United 
States transports at the Marine- 
guarded port of Tsingtao. The 
Reds knifed through to Liu-ting 
airfield 12 miles north of Tsingtao 
and made a diversionary thrust 
at the field while destroying two 
main sections of the Tsingtao- 
Tsinan railroad, 

Additional thousands of national- 

ist troops of the Eighth Army 
continued to pour ashore at Tsing- 
tao, Bergholz said, but no major 
movement inland has been 
started. 

Tsinan, a city of 800,000, and 
capital of Shantung province, al- 
ready is virtually besieged by 
Communists. A strong force of 
Japanese, not yet disarmed, is 
fighting for survival and com- 
prises part of the outer main de- 
fenses of Tsinan. Some 20,000 na- 
tionalist troops complete the de- 
fenders. 

Observers in Chungking said 
that the outbreak of fighting in 
Tsaoyang, northwest of Hankow 
in Hupah province, probably sig- 
naled a Red drive aimed at cut- 
ting the Yangtze river route west 
o©f Hankow, thus preventing any 
downriver movement of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek’s nationalist 
troops. An official dispatch said 
Communists had entered Tsao- 
yang and that street fighting was 
under way in the town, once won 
and lost by the Reds in earlier 
fights. 

The Communist New China 
Daily News renewed its attacks 
on American “intervention” with 
the accusation that a recent state- 
ment of United States policy by 
Secretary of War Robert Patter- 
son was “not truthful.” Patterson 
had announced that United States 
forces would protect American 
lives and property in China, and 
that there was no danger of their 
becoming involved in civil strife 
unless they were attacked —in 
which case they would “react with 
vigor and success.” 

The newspaper listed a number 
of unconfirmed charges of Amer- 
ican “intervention.” 

Communist quarters declined 
immediate comment on the re- 
ported assertion by Ambassador 
Patrick Hurley in Santa Fe, N. M., 
that the Communists wanted Japa- 
nese arms in order to set up a 
separate government or destroy 
the present government of China. 
Some foreign observers interpreted 
Hurley's statement to mean that 
he would not return to China 
unless Washington backed him 
fully in a policy of strong, open 
support for the central govern- 
ment. 

An official dispatch yesterday 
said Communist troops were 
thrown back in savage fighting 
in heavy attacks at two major na- 
tionalist strongholds in Inner 
Mongolia.

Flyers Bomb and Ma-

» HE Oroyku Maru with its 
eargo of American war 
prisoners in the hold was 

almost dead in the water 
about 300 yards off Olongapo 
point. At order, Chief Boat- 
swain Clarence M. Taylor of 
Cloverdale, Va., and Long 
Beach, Calif., took the first 25 
men up past the Japanese 
‘guns and out of the hold. He 


| 


‘lined them up at the accommo- 

dation ladder over the side. 
The Japanese signed that the 
American prisoners were to be 
used as oarsmen. 

Taylor took six men and him- 
self as the first boat crew, and 
ordered the other 19 prisoners to 
follow as crews in the next life- 
boats. There were eight Japs 
in the first boat with him. 

“As we got in,” says Taylor, “I 
heard the sound of airplane mo- 
tors. I looked up and saw 12, all 
fighter-bombers, in four flights of 
three each. They were American 
and they were circling for their 
dive.” 

Ship Begins to List. 

Lt. Toshino, the Jap in charge 
of the prisoners, signaled the boat 
from che rail to shove off. Taylor 
did so The first wave of planes 
dived and dropped their bombs, 
smal] ones. The Oroyku Maru be- 
gan to list. 

She still had four lifeboats 
swinging at her davits on her 
starboard side, but the list was 
to port, and she was so far heeled 
ever that the lifeboats, if released, 
would have bottomed on her deck, 
rather than in the water. 


Another plane came around 
and selected Taylor’s lifeboat 
for a strafing Job. 

“What happened was the most 
lace-edged example of selective 
strafing I ever saw,” says Tay- 
lor. “Of the eight Japs, six were 
killed. We looked straight into 
the faces of those machine guns, 
firing jus 18 inches apart. And 
as I sai in the stern the Jap on 
my right was hit in the face and 
his whole head simply disin- 
tegrated, and the Jap on my left 
was hit in the chest and body 
and died instantly. Some day 
I'm going to find out who that 
pilot was and tell him he did 
the fanciest trick shooting since 
Wild Bill Hickok.” 


The 


oarsmen, who included 
three pharmacist’s mates 2nd 
class, John T. Istock of Pitts- 
burgh, Lester R. Tappy of Niag- 
ara, Wis., and Roy E. Lynch of 
Waynesboro, Tenn., were  un- 
harmed, but the lifeboat had 
turned over, and two of the 
Americans were non-swimmers. 
The Japanese had provided life- 
belts for themselves but none for 
their prisoners. The prisoners 
therefore stripped the dead Japs 
in the water and put their life- 
belts on the non-swimmers. 


Another Blasting. 


As Taylor lay on his back, striv- 
ing to rest before starting for 
shore, the next wave of American 
planes dived on their target. 

“I saw the whole thing, a bomb 
fall, hit near the stern hatch, and 
the debris go flying up into the 
air. It looked as though it would 
fall in the water near us. I dived 
below the surface as far as I 
could go.” 

This bomb caught the aft hold 
just when the bodies of those who 
had suffocated in the _ second 
night were being removed. They

“Hey, throw us down some shoes.” 
Smith threw him down four pairs, 
which the swimmer tied around 
his neck before setting off for 
the beach. For himself he found 
another pair of shoes, an officer's 
cap, two spoons, a canteen and 
some Japanese cigarettes. He 
filled himself up on water, put the 
cigarettes in the empty canteen, 
and went to the rail. 


Planes Come Back. 


was saying how thirsty he was, 
Then the bomb hit. 

“IT was hit by one of the 
hatch planks, but I got up. I 
remember the big yellow fiash 
and the hot blast of the explo- 
sion. I looked for the lieutenant. 
He was so full of holes that he 
looked like a pepper shaker, 
and he was quite dead. 

“Tl never forget the way the 
hold looked. There were at 
least a dozen people lying under 
planks, The benjo buckets we 
had not yet had time to empty 
were burst and there was 
human slop all over the bodies.” 


In the aft hold under the hatch 
was always the most favored posi- 
tion, being the lightest and airiest, 
and some of the healthiest men 
had been gathered there. 

Capt. Charles Brown of Deming, 
N.M., was one of the few who 
survived, and he was bleeding at 
nose and mouth from concussion. 


Wild Rush for Ladder. 


Seeing him, another member of 
the 200th Coast Artillery, Capt. 
Ted Parker of Albuquerque, made 
a wild rush for the ladder, which

A sentry shot him from above 
three times, twice through the 
body and once through the head,

“Everywhere around us were 
bodies, bodies with faces black- 
ened and lips purple.

We found the deck cov- 
ered with Japanese and Ameri- 
can bodies. 


“Our men were scooping up 
sugar from the luggage and eating 
what they could of it before they 
jumped over. 

“We had a hard time finding 
lifebelts, Only when we got over 
the side, in that clean cool water, 
we felt better. There were bloody 
men hanging to timbers, but they 
seemed encouraged. Their bodies 
were taking in water through 
their pores, and they felt cool as 
they struck out for the beach.”

Ammunition Afire. 


There were small fires breaking 
out in various places. The increas- 
ing list had put out the coaldust 
fire in the hold and the yellow 
smoke ceased pouring through 
the hatches, but suddenly, beside 
the stern anti-aircraft gun lit- 
tered with the bodies of the crews 
killed by strafing United States 
planes with the suffocated Ameri- 
can dead piled nearby, the ammu- 
nition boxes caught fire. They 
began to explode, 
Abruptly the looting of the 
decks ceased and al] scattered. 
Some prisoners ran forward to 
look for life preservers in the 
cabins of the dead Japanese pas- 
sengers. All the Japanese except 
the cAptain’s immediate circle- 
passengers, crew, soldiers—were 
gone by lifeboat. 
The prisoners pushed open the 
stateroom doors. Looking in, they 
saw that theirs were not the only 
dead. Huddled together thickly 
as they huddle in foxholes and 
cities, the Japanese had died in 
their staterooms and been left 
there during the night by those 
who were already safe on shore. 
Chief Boatswain Walter C. 
Smith of San Dieyo saw his friend 
James Terry a Navy machinist 
also of Sar. Diego, lying under a 
ladder with his chest torn open, 
quiet ir deatn. A hand touched 
him. It was Navy Paymaster O.

His Recipe Collection.

The planes began to come back, 
and for a moment he thought that 
the men in the water were going 


to be strafed, but they waved 
energetically to the planes. The 
pilots came down low, throttled 
back to see who it was in the 
water. They must have seen that 
it was Americans, for they 
swooped up over the small party 
that was gathering on the Olon- 
gapo beach, and they did not 
strafe the shore. 


Smith let himself down over the 
side and struck out for the beach. 

Possibly as many as 30 men 
may have died reaching shore. 
There would have been many 
more but for the fact that cool 
water followed by a footing on 
land, with the ever-reviving hope 
that they would not go to Japan 
brought up the morale of the 
prisoners with a bound. Men be- 
gan to help each other.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The AFL and John L. Lewis's 
United Mine Workers lost their 
fight today to require all labor- 
management conference decisions 
to be unanimous. 

The CIO and management dele- 
gates put over instead a voting 
arrangement whereby only 30 
votes (15 by labor, 15 by manage- 
ment) would be needed to approve 
any final conference decision. 
Management and labor each has 
18 delegates at the conference. 

The vote, taken in a meeting of 
the rules committee, was 6 to 2, 
as two CIO arfd four management 
delegates supported a plan tenta- 
tively agreed on before the con- 
ference started. 

The agenda committee had rec- 
ommended the 15-of-18 voting ar- 
rangement on the theory that “an 
overwhelming majority” would be 
sufficient to give weight to con- 
ference actions. ; 

Lewis did not have a vote on 
the rules committee but he pre- 
viously told reporters he favored 
unanimity. He had contended he 
could not. be bound by any con- 
ference action to which he did not 
agree. 

Industry Statement Awaited. 
The conference awaited .a prom- 
ised statement by industry on is- 
sues facing the delegates as two 
related developments attracted at- 
tention. They are: 

1. An assertion by a reconver- 
sion official that the Govern- 
ment “can’t possibly” grant at 
this time the full price increase 
demanded by the United States 
Steel Corp. Wage negotiations 
in the steel industry are stale- 
mated over the price situation. 

2. A suggestion from Senator 
Knowland (Rep.), California, for 
a new approach to the entire 
wage issue, based on industry’s 
earnings and lower prices to 
consumers, 

Business delegates to the confer- 
ence have remained silent so far 
on many points in debate by com- 
mittees striving for agreement on 
methods to smooth the labor situ- 
ation. 

Both Eric Johnston, president of 
the United States Chamber of 


Commerce, and Ira Mosher, presi- | 


dent of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, have told re- 
porters, however, that manage- 
ment’s delegates might have their 
views ready today.

Court Rejects British Mo- 
tion for Hearing in 
Absentia — Psychiatric 

Examination of 
Streicher Requested.

NUERNBERG, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The international military tribu- 
nal granted today a defense mo- 
tion for a postponement of the 
war crimes trial of “dying” Gus- 
tav Krupp von Bohlen und Hal- 
bach until “his physica! and men- 
tal condition permits it.” 

The court of the United States, 
Russia, Great Britain and France 
ordered charges in the Krupp in- 
dictment retained in the docket on 
the possibility that the 75-year-old 
armaments maker might recover 
sufficiently to appear in court. 
The tribunal quoted findings of 
its inter-Allied Medical Commis- 
sion that Krupp was irremediably 
suffering from “senile softening of 
the brain.” 

The tribunal] rejected a British 
prosecution contention that Krupp 
should be tried in absentia, ruling 
that “the charter envisages a fair 
trial.” 

“Where nature, rather than 
flight or contumacy, renders such 
a trial impossible, it would not be 
in accordance with the interests 
of justice,” the court said. 

Action Later on U. S. Plea. 

The demand of Wnited States 
Prosecutor Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son that the name of Alfried 
Krupp, the industrialist’s eldest 
son, be added to the list of in- 
dicted Nazis will be considered 
later, the court announced. Jack- 
son, in a motion filed Monday, 
called for substitution ,of the son 
as a defendant.in the event the 
father could not appear. Russia 
and France are supporting the de- 
mand. 

The question still was moot 
whether the historic trial would 
begin Nov. 20 as scheduled, or be 
delayed until Dec. 2, as the three 
powers suggesting that Alfried 
Krupp be indicted, had moved. 
Presumably, the court will decide 
this when it rules on the Alfried 
Krupp in#ictment. 

In a surprise move, counsel for 
Julius Streicher, anti-Semitic 
propagandist, withdrew his mo- 
tion for a postponement and asked 
the court for amimmediate psychi- 
atric examination. 

“Because of the special nature 
of the defendant’s case, I feel it 
essential to have full insight into 
the mental and spiritual aspects 
of his personality,” said the attor- 
ney, Hans Marx. The lawyer 
added that Streicher himself had 
protested against an examination 
of any kind, “believing himself 
physically and mentally well.” 

Sir Geoffrey Lawrence of Great 
’ Britain, the presiding judge, ad- 
vised Marx his motion would have 
to be Submitted in writing. 

Col. Yuri Pokrovsky, Russian 
prosecutor, proposed an immediate 
physical and mental examination 
for both Streicher and Rudolf 
Hess, once Hitler’s deputy and the 
third ranking Nazi, while Russian 
and other mental] experts are in 
Nuernberg. Hess contends he re- 
mombers nothing. 

“It would be better to: ascertain 
the true nature of the defendants’ 
deficiencies, if any, immediately, 
rather than wait and cause a de- 
lay later,” Pokrovsky said. 

Lawrence advised Pokrovsky 
to submit the request in writing. 

A British source said after the 
court adjourned that it still was 
a 50-50 chance whether the tri- 
.bunal would start the trial on 
schedule Nov. 20, or add Alfried 
Krupp to the list of defendants 
and grant his counsel a 30-day de- 
lay. The Briton said, however, it 
was extremely unlikely that the 
Suggestion for a 12-day delay to 
Dec. 2 would be granted. 

Move to Speed Up Trial. 

Before the postponement was 
granted the elder Krupp, the tri- 
bunal’s interest in speeding the 
legal pace seemed to have been 
demonstrated in a remark by Law- 
rence, who said the reading in 
court of the 35,000-word indict- 
ment could be dispensed with if 
the defense was agreeable. He 
said fits contents “already are well 
known.” 

Lawrence told 23 German defense 
lawyers assembled for instruction 
in procedure for the trial that the 
presentation of the prosecution's 
case would take a long time, and 
would provide ample time for 
completion of their preparation 
Defense lawyers have asked for 
postponement for preparation. 

The tribunal received assurance 
from defense counsel of their con- 
fidence in the conduct of the trial. 

Lawrence told the German 
lawyers’ “You will not be asked 
to state what evidence you 
wish to submit until the prosecu- 
tion case is closed.” He said the 
tribunal’s general secretary would 
assist the defense in gathering any 
documents or witnesses they re- 
ques-ed. 

“Your services are important 
public services in the interests of 
justice and will have the protec- 
tion of the tribunal,” he stated.

Defendants Display Defiance as War Crimes 
Hearing Opens Before U. S. 


Tribunal.

DACHAU, Germany, Nov. 15 
(AP)—Forty Germans charged 
with torturing and killing pris- 
oners in the notorious Dachau 


concentration camp defiantly faced 
a United States military court to- 
day in a trial which may cost 
them their lives. 

An example of rigid military 
bearing was set for the defend- 
ants by Martin Weiss, black-haired 
S.S. officer who once commanded 
athe horror camp where it is esti- 
mated the bodies of 200,000 per- 


tories. 

When’ the eight-officer court 
called on Weiss to identify him- 
self, the German snapped to at- 
tention and spit out his name, age 
and other particulars in a sharp 
voice. He stared antagonistically 
at the judges and held his head 
high. 

With few exceptions, the others 
imitated his demeanor. Each de- 
fendant was given a large white 
card bearing a number which will 
serve as identification throughout 
the trial. Lt. Col. Douglas T. Bates 
of Centerville, Tenn., heads the 
defense counsel. 

Witnesses From Seven Countries. 

Prosecution witnesses include 
former inmates of Dachau brought 
back from. seven countries to 
testify. 

The prosecution is headed by 
Lt. Col. William Denson of New 
York, assisted by Capt. Richard 
G. McCuskey of Canton, O. 

The eight officer members of 
the trial court will serve both as 
judges and jury. They previously 
sat in a case which resulted in the 
death sentence for a Nazi con- 
victed of killing captured Ameri- 
can flyers. 

The oldest of the defendants, 
74-year-old Dr. Klaus Schilling, 
filed a protest through his attor- 
neys against “being treated as a 
war criminal.” Accused of killing 
hundreds of inmates in malaria 
experiments, he claimed his re- 
search was “in the interests of 
humanity,” and not connected with 
the war. 

Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
chief of staff to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower; Lt. Gen. Lucian K. 
Truscott Jr., United States Third 
Army commander, and United 
States Senator Claude Pepper 
(Dem.), Florida, will be among 
those present at the opening ses- 
sions, which will be held in a 
courtroom in the center of the for- 
mer horror camp. 

American’s Revenge. 

The trial gives an American 
lieutenant who spent 13 months in 
Nazi concentration camps the sat- 
isfaction of seeing one of the 
Dachau guards who beat him 
brought to book. 

Lt. Alfred Laurence of Phila- 
delphia is a member of the war 
crimes investigating team which 
compiled evidence for the Dachau 
trial. 


When Laurence first entered 
Dachau with United States troops 
last April, he made a special search 
for the S.S. man: named Schoettl 
who had been “fuehrer” of his 
cellblock in 1937. He was found 
at a subsidiary camp. 

Laurence is not able to testify 
against Schoettl because the of- 
fenses occurred before the 1942-45 
period covered by the indictment. 
Lawrence lived in Germany until 
1937. His parents took their own 
lives to avoid Nazi persecution. 


British Court to Acquit One of 
Belsen Defendants. 

LUENEBURG, Germany, Nov. 15 
(AP)—A British military court as- 
sured the acquittal today of 50- 
year-old Erich Barsch, one of 45 
accused of war crimes in the trial 
of Belson concentration camp of- 
ficials. 

“Whatever the findings are 
against the other accused, the 
court will find Erich Barsch in- 
nocent,” Judge Advocate C. L. 
Stirling announced as he contin- 
ued his summing up of the case. 

Barsch was one of two defend- 
ants who declined to testify in his 
own defense. He was accused of 
beating prisoners who stole food 
from the kitchen, but two SS. 
doctors testified Barsch was their 
orderly in the army barracks at 
Belsen. The prosecution later 
admitted Barsch probably was 
identified wrongly at the kitchen. 


Finns Begin War Crimes Trial of 
Ex-President, Seven Others. 
HELSINKI, Nov. 15 (AP)—Fin- 
land’s war crimes trial opened to- 
day in the ancient Staenderhuset 
as thousands of university stu- 
dents gathered around the court- 
house singing patriotic songs. 
Mounted police kept the entrance 

to the courtroom open. 

All eight of the accused men, 
headed by former President Risto 
Ryti, marched into the courtroom 
with their attorneys. Hjalmar

FORM AFL UNION: 
STRIKES BARRED 


Charter Permits Crossing 
Picket Lines to Per- 
form Duties — Civilian 


Workers Included. 


More than 900 policemen below 
the rank of lieutenant, and civilian 
employes of the St. Louis Police 
Department, have formed an AFL 
union and received a_ charter, 


which specifically prohibits them 
from going on strike and permits 
them to cross picket lines in the 
performance of their duty. 

Announcement of the formation 
of the union was made today by 
Roderick MacDonald of Madison, 
Wis., organizer for the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes, an AFL af- 
filiate. MacDonald said more than 
half of the 1891 commissioned and 
civilian members of the depart- 
ment eligible for membership had 
signed up. The charter will be 
presented and officers elected at 
a meeting next month. 


Picket Line Policy. 

The picket line policy of the 
union, designated local 549, is ex- 
plained to prospective members in 
a letter as follows: 

“We must arrest our. union 
brother members if they break the 
law, and we must go through 
picket lines to do so if it becomes 
necessary. Union labor’ under- 
stands and agrees with this posi- 
tion, and all that is asked is that 
we perform our duties in the man- 
ner prescribed by law.” 

MacDonald said his wnion had 
organized policemen in more than 
100 cities, including Chicago and 
Omaha. The organization is repre- 
sented in St. Louis by 15 locals 
of municipal employes, among 
them being employes of city in- 
stitutions, the Department 
Streets and Sewers and City Hall 
office workers. 


Board Plans No Investigation. 
Although policemen active in 
forming the union failed to obtain 
permissions of. Chief of Police 
James J. Mitchell before calling 
a meeting last Tuesday night, as 
required by department rules gov- 
erning the formation of associa- 
tions of department members, Po- 
lice Board President Mark D. 
Eagleton said he planned no in- 
vestigation. 
“The board probably will dis- 
cuss the new organization at its 
next meeting, but I, personally, 
have no intention of making an 
investigation of the circumstan- 
ces,” Eagleton said. “That would 
be snooping and intimidation.” 
Eagleton, asserting there ‘“‘must 
be a distinction between the right 
of policemen to organize and their 
right to strike,” said the depart- 
ment rule prohibiting the forma- 
tion of a union or other associa- 
tion without official permission 
was subject to revocation by the 
board, The rule, incorporated in 
the Police Manual, provides sus- 
pension, or dismissal, as punish- 
ment for violation of the order.

The agreement also. stipulated 
that information for peaceful ends 
will be exchanged with any na- 
tion “that will fully reciprocate.” 

The concluding paragraph of the 
agreement called for “whole-heart- 
ed support” of the UNO and the 
consolidating and extending of its 
authority so as to create “mutual 
trust in which all people will be 
free to devote themselves to the 
arts of peace.” 

The statement made a distinc- 
tion between what was called the 
“fundamental scientific informa- 
tion” about atomic developments 
and “the specialized information | 
regarding the practical applica- 
titon of atomic energy.” 

The three leaders noted that | 
actually the scientific information | 
“has already been made available 
to the world,” and they added that | 
“it is our intention that all fur- 
ther information of this character 
that may become available from 
time to time shall be similarly 
treated.” |

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Pearl Harbor Hearing 


Reveals Japanese Messages 


Continued From Page One. 
ister presented to the government 
of this country a British govern- 
ment communique to the effect 
that a state of war would break 
out on the 7th.” 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, later told a reporter this 
message referred to the breaking 
out of hostilities between Great 
Britain and Hungary and not to 
any clash between the United 
States and Japan. 

The Japanese consui at Honolu- 
lu was disclosed in another com- 
mittee exhibit to have reported to 
Tokyo on Dec. 6, 1941, that these 
vessels were in Pear] Harbor on 
that date, 

“Nine battleships, three light 
cruisers, three submarine tenders, 
17 destroyers, and, in addition 
there were four light cruisers, two 
destroyers lying at docks (the 
heavy cruisers and airplane car- 
riers have all left). 

The message, intercepted by the 
Navy, added: 

“It appears that no air recon- 
naissance is being conducted by 
the fleet air arm.” . 

Notations in the exhibit showed 
this message was not translated 
until Dec. 8. 

Message on Pearl Harbor Defenses 


Among the intercepted messages 
introduced was one of Dec. 6, in 
which the Japanese consulate in 
Honolulu reported to Tokyo that 
there were no signs of barrage 
balloon equipment at Pearl Har- 
bor, Hickam Field and other in- 
stallations. 

“I imagine that in all probabil- 
ity there is considerable opportu- 
nity left to take advantage for a 
surprise attack against these 
places,” the message said, adding: 

“In my opinion the battleships 
do not have torpedo nets.” 

This message also was not 
translated until Dec. 8. 

The exhibit showed that the 
Navy had intercepted, but did not 
complete translating till Dec. 12, a 
long message setting up a set of 
signals by house lights, insignia 
on sail boats and want ads in local 
Papers to cover detailed move- 
ments of the American fleet. 

A German citizen later was ac- 
cused of sending such signals to 
the Japanese. 

As early as Nov. 28, the Jap- 
anese in Honolulu had reported 
that there were eight B-17 planes 
at Midway, with the range of 
anti-aircraft guns there estimated 
at 5000 feet. 

Jap Aims as to Russia. 

A Dec. 6 Tokyo-to-Berlin diplo- 
matic message remarked that 
“We would like to avoid bringing 
about any situation likely to re- 
sult in an armed clash with So- 
- “viet Russia until strategic cir- 
cumstances permit it.” It con- 
cluded: 

“Concerning our participation 
in the war and the question of 
our promising not to conclude a 
separate peace, I shall wire you 
later.” 

A Japanese envoy in Berlin 
sent a “limited distribution” mes- 
sage to Tokyo dated Dec. 8 saying 
that Hitler was then busily figur- 
ing out how best a declaration of 
war against America could be 
handled “so as to make a. good 
impression on the German peo- 
ple.” It added that Foreign Min- 
ister Ribbentrop reported Hitler 
had on the 8th “issued orders to 
the entire Germany Navy to at- 
tack American ships whenever 
and wherever they may meet 
them.” 

Embassy Told to Burn Papers. 

The exhibit showed that Dec. 2, 
1941, Tokyo advised its embassy 


here to burn all of its telegraphic | 


code books, secret documents and 
messages with the exception of 
one copy of a specific code. 

“The above is preparatory to an 
emergency situation and is for 
your information alone,” the mes- 
Sage said. 

In a message to the Japanese 
“peace” ambassadors in Washing- 
ton, sent Nov. 22 and translated 
here the same day, Tokyo said 
that negotiations must be com- 
pleted with the United States by 
Nov. 29. 

“After that,” the message said, 
“things are automatically going to 
happen.” 

Tokyo advised the Washington 
embassy on Dec. 1 that it had 
ordered the offices in London, 
Hong Kong, Singapore and Ma- 
nila to destroy their code ma- 
chines. The Navy translated this 
message here the same day. 

R. Adm. T. B. Inglis and Col. 
Bernard Thielen were sworn as 
the first witnessés. Neither -was 
at Pearl Harbor Dec. 7, 1941, but 
they were called to give the com- 
mittee a ‘narrative statement” of 
the disposition of Army and Navy 
forces in the Hawaiian area on 
that date. 

In Pearl Harbor were eight bat. 
tleships and 87 lesser vessels, All 
the battleships were disabled by 
the Japanese raid. 

Adm. Inglis testified that on 
Nov. 25, 1941, Adm. Harold E. 
Stark, then chief of naval opera- 
tions, ordered shipping to the 
Philippines to proceed via a south- 
ern route, rather than the great 
circle route to the north, “thus 
avoiding as much as possible the 
sea areas controlled by the Jap- 
anese mandated islands.” 

Col. Thielen, an instructor at 


West Point at the time of Pearl 
Harbor, said Maj. Gen. Walter C. 
Short, the Hawaiian commander, 


had 43,000 men under his com- 
mand when the.Japanese struck. 

Adm. Inglis testified that there 
was no written record available 
that any air searches were made 
out of Pearl Harbor Dec. 6. Col. 
Thielen testified that no shore 


the Army on the morning of the 
attack. He retold the story of 
how Pvt. Joseph L. Lockard had 
picked up the Japanese attack 
flight on a mobile radar machine 


that morning.

“T understand that the official 
views and detailed plans of the 
War Department are being pre- 
sented to you by others. I hope 
you will allow me to speak, not 
as a representative of the War 
Department, but as a citizen and 
as a professional soldier to whom 
has been given a peculiar oppor- 
tunity to participate in the great- 
est effort ever made by our citi- 
zen-soldiery. My personal views 
are largely based on that unique 
experience. 

“The men who won the vic- 
tories of Africa, Sicily, Italy, 
France and Germany were able to 
do so solely because of their indi- 
vidual and _unit-training — their 
ability to work as a team. The 
long periods spent in training 
camps in the United States and in 
‘England were essential to the per- 
fection of this teamwork. There- 
after, brief battle-hardening, and 
our teams were superb! Certain 
phases of this training are highly 
technical, involving radar, signal 
‘communications, air operations, 
construction, transportation and 
ordnance, All this work is inter- 
dependent, and each part is vital 
to success. All of it was minutely 
geared to an equally complex 
schedule of tactical ground force 
movements which required perfect 
— and above all—tim- 
ng. : 
War’s Tempo Increases. 

“Time has always been of the 
essence in warfare but never was 
it more essentia] than in our most 
recent war. With the introduction 
of atomic and electronic warfare 
and the astounding advances being 
made almost hourly in aerial war- 
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fare, the tempo is increasing in | 


geometric progression. If war 
comes to us again the fact seems 
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‘inescapable that we will not have

myself with all the working de- 
tails of the War Department’s 
plan for universal military train- 
ing, nor am [ familiar with the 
testimony already presented to this 
committee. However, Iam familiar 
with the President’s message and 
with the Woodrum committee re- 
port. I cannot state too em- 
'phatically my concurrence with 
the recommendations contained 
in those documents. On the 
‘basis of my obligation to the 
3,000,000 Americans that served 
under me in Europe, I strongly 
urge their early adoption. Upon 
ithe expiration of selective service 
'we should be prepared to com- 
mence the training of young men 
who did not form a part of the 
armed forcesinthiswar. Although 
‘the veterans of this war constitute 
‘at this moment aé_ée$ splendidly 
trained reserve, we must keep it 
constantly and currently _rein- 
forced by younger increments 
‘trained in all the most advanced 
techniques which research and de- 
velopment in the technology of 
warfare are bringing forth at such 
a rapid rate. We must train them 
to avert World War III, not re- 
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fight World War II. 
Younger Men Needed. 

“T believe that every combat 
leader in our armed forces agrees 
that success is possible only when 
the mass of the army is composed 
of the younger men. They are 
more readily adaptable to combat 
conditions and possess more vigor 
and dash, Certainly the techni- 
cal services must comprehend a 
high proportion of younger men 
who are capable of mastering the 
radically new techniques of fu- 
ture warfare. Therefore, it is a 
matter of necessity as well as 
fairness to add increments of cur- 
rently trained young men to the 
civilian reserve. The alternatives 
are the criminal sacrifice of un- 
trained young men, or calling on 
unfair proportions of older men 
who have already done their duty. 
In either event we would be with- 
out the services of trained tech- 
nical specialists who will only be 
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‘leaders of the other 


found among the younger men. 

“IT have been privileged to rep- 
resent the United States in a re- 
sponsible position in the armed 
forces of the United Nations. In 
this capacity, I am intimately fa- 
miliar with the attitude of the 
nations to 
the armed forces of the United 
States. This familiarity assures 
me that in their minds there 
exists no fear of our motives in 
keeping ourselves strong. It is 
my personal] opinion, that the 
greatest single motivating force 
for world peace today is the or- 
ganized military potential of the 
United States—its resources, its 
technological advancement and 
its superbly trained manpower. 
This organization is being de- 
mobilized at an unprecedented 
rate but its potential for the 
maintenance of peace will con- 
tinue so long as the world is con- 
vinced of our willingness and abil- 
ity to vitalize it in time to meet 
any threat of aggression from 
any other power. 

“This is our greatest assurance 
of keeping the peace for which 
we fought. Far from being con- 
trary to the purposes and intent 
of the United Nations organiza- 
tion, I consider it to be essential 


to the success of that organiza- 
tion. I know of no better or more 
democratic way to demonstrate 
our willingness and ability than 
to adopt now a program of uni- 
versal military training. It is 
eminently fair to our citizen army 
who fought and. won this war in 
two ways: first, it is the best way 
of assuring them that they did 
not fight in vain. Second, it will 
relieve them in the shortest pos- 
sible time of continuing to bear 
the burden, as the current trained 
civilian reserve, of defending the 
peace. 

“Gentlemen, I have heard many 
arguments about the desirability 
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or undesirability of universal mil- 
itary service from a moral, edu- 
cational and religious standpoint. 
These factors have always been 
of the greatest concern to me in 
the discharge of my functions of 
command, There is no question 
but that the sum total of these 
values makes up the very essence 
of the thing we fought to preserve 

our American way of life. But 
the facts of today must be faced. 
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The preservation of our way of 
life in a world which twice within 
a single generation has fought to 
virtual exhaustion depends square- 
ly upon the national security. 
That is a truism. I sincerely be- 
lieve that the only practicable 
way to assure the national secur 
ity is by peacetime military train 
ing and that this must be uni 
versal,

gotiating a loan from the United 
States. 

American officials, who regard 
a loan as an essential part of 
American policy for building very 
close relations with Britain and 
bolstering up that island nation 
as much as possible during a dif- 
ficult period of reconversion, be- 
lieve that after weeks of dicker- 
ing, an agreement will be reached 
on the whole problem by early 
next week. 

On the generai terms of the 
loan there is final agreement. 
Interest would be at the rate of 
2 per cent, beginning with the 
start of repayment after a five- 
year period, this gap being pro- 
vided to allow Britain to get back 
on its feet from the war. The 2 
per cent is described by American 
officials as just about the cost to 
the American Government of bor- 
rowing the money to lend to the 
British. 

The question of a loan came up 
at Secretary of State Byrnes’s 
press conference yesterday and he 
said that whereas a week ago 
there were four or five questions 
still outstanding, there now are 
only two or three. 

Here are the points still under 
discussion, according to diplomatic 
officials: 

1. The amount of the loan. 
American negotiators hope for a 
compromise calling for a four- 
billion-dollar interest-bearing loan. 
The United States had proposed 
some weeks ago a_  $3,500,000,000 
loan, but the British Government 
countered last week with a pro- 
posal for two billion dollars with 
interest and two billion dollars 
without. American negotiators 
say it is absolutely useless to talk 
of any aid without interest be- 
cause Congress will not approve it. 

2. Exchange control. This in- 
volves the system whereby the 
British have gathered and spent 
under London direction all dollars 
flowing into the sterling bloc 
countries during the war. The 
United States wants the restric- 


‘tion removed so that places like 


India can spend freely in the 
United States any dollars they get. 
The British are reported agreed 
in principle on this and it is sim- 
ply a question of wording the 
agreement. 

3. Waiver clause on repayment.

and radio today. “However, an ex- 
ceptional busmess opportunity in 
Austin, Tex., has been offered to 
me, an opportunity which for 
family reasons I fee] I should ac- 
cept. And so, reluctantly, I am 
leaving the field of coaching and 
athletics, a field which until now 
has been my life work.’ 

Dr. Frank H. Ewerhardt, chair- 
man of the Committee on Ath- 
letics, issued a statement stress- 
ing the fact that relations be- 
tween Kinnan and the University 
had been extremely cordial and 
that the resignation would be ac- 
cepted only with the deepest re- 
grets. Dr. Ewerhardt said Kinnan 
would remain at the University 
until Jan. 1, by which time it was 
hoped a capable successor would 
be found. 

Douglas V. Martin Jr., dean of 
men, also emphasized the point 
that relations had been most 
friendly between Kinnan and the 
University. 

Kinnan, a personable young man 
who made many friends during 
his stay at Washington, started on 
the campus as basketball and 
track coach. Later he took over 
the job usually described at a uni- 
versity as athletic director, but in 
his case officially designated as 
“supervisor of intercollegiate ath- 
letics.” 

Tommy Gorman was head foot- 
ball coach until he entered the 
Navy, in which he is still serving.

We were still prisoners of war, the fool- 


ish Jap interpreter sharply warned us when our gales of laughter 
died down. But that only increased the Jaughter that had greeted 
his declaration that the Emperor had “amicably” settled the war. 

The Sian camp commander called me to his office after breakfast 
on that unforgettable morning of Aug. 19, 1945, and told me that 
an American doctor would arrive at the camp later in the day. 

The doctor came on schedule, a burly major named R. F. Lamar, 
accompanied by a Cpl. Leith. Both were Airborne troops, an arm 
‘of our services I had never seen. What is more, they were connect 
ed with the Office of Strategic Services, equally mystifying. 


But the important thing is that: 


they were the first free and un- 
oppressed Americans. I had seen 
since May 6, 1942. hey were 
nearly mobbed. Maj. Lamar 
quickly filled us in on the news 
for which we hungered: hostilities 
had been terminated officially at 
9:30 a.m. Aug. 16 and at noon he 
and another officer, along with 
Leith and another enlisted man, 
had parachuted to the airfield at 
Mukden to begin the evacuation 
of senior prisoners of war. 


Getting to Sian had been diffi- 
cult because the invading Rus- 
sians had cut communications. 
The radio was damaged in the 
parachute landing, so they had 
mot been able to contact Lt. 
Gen. Wedemeyer’s headquarters 
in Chungking. 

Lamar stayed with us for 24 
hours, trying to get word through 
to Chungking by way of Mukden. 
But we could not raise even Muk- 
den, so thoroughly had the Rus- 
sians destroyed all communica- 
tions. 

I then suggested that Lamar 
make his way back to the Muk- 
den prison camp and contact Col. 
“Tiger” Teague, my Corregidor 
signal officer who could make any 
kind of radio work. He departed, 
leaving Leith with me to serve as 
an interpreter, for the corporal 
spoke both Russian and Chinese 
perfectly. Lamar left us with the 
hope of returning to pick us up 
within two days. 


We began the happiest packing | 


of our lives, free from all fear 
and tension. We were finished 
in an hour or two, and then the 
wait began. We waited all through 
Aug. 21, then the 22d, the 23d and 
the morning of the 24th—by which 
time we were in a mood to hitch 
up our belts and walk to Chung- 
king. 

We wandered about the place 
restlessly. I went back to my 
solitaire, finally, and played up to 
my 8632d game, at which’ point— 
fanciers of that comforting card 
game may be interested to know 
-—I had won just 6.8 per cent of 
the games played. 

Eating took up some of the 
time, too. The Japs, with a sud- 
den turn toward the solicitous, 
. dumped all of our remaining Red 
Cross packages in our laps and 
with the help of Sgt. Hubert Car- 
roll and other enlisted men we 
began having fine, well-cooked 
meals, the first sufficient food we 
had had since the outbreak of the 
war. We smoked American cigar- 
ettes like chimneys. 

At noon on Aug. 24 I heard a 
commotion in the village and be- 
gan to catch sight of American 
jeeps and trucks with Russian em- 
blems. I told Cpl. Leith to go to 
the village for me and find the 
Russian commander. 

An hour later a Russian lieuten- 
ant colonel, accompanied by 
about 30 officers and men armed 
with tommy guns, strode into the 
prison enclosure. The Russian 
commander was just about #he 
toughest-looking fighting man I 
have ever seen. 

Along with Lt. Gen. A. E. Per- 
cival and Governor Tjarda van 
Starkenbourgh I went out to meet 
the Russian commander. Through 
Cpl. Leith I introduced myself 
and the others, explained Maj. 
Lamar’s difficulties and asked 
him to help us get out. 

He listened patiently to the 
whole story without saying a 
word, then through Leith he brisk- 
ly said: 

“I'm going to Mukden with my 
detachment and these jeeps. If 
you can furnish your own trans- 
portation and be ready in three 
hours I'll take you with me.” 

That was all. 

I turned to Lt. Marui and 
told him to round up two busses 
and a truck, and that I would 
pay the charges or see that the 
United States Government paid 
them. 

“Yes, sir,” Lt. Marui said. It 
Was a strange thing to hear, com- 
ing from the mouth of a Jap. 

In two hours Marui dug up 
three weird and ancient vehicles. 
We piled in our luggage and 
waited, half-fearful that the Rus- 
sian commander would leave 
without us. But in the meantime 
we had the pleasure of seeing 
Other Russians disarm the Jap 
guards. It was a most satisfying 
sight. 

When it had been completed I 
went to Marui, now minus his 
sword. 

“I will no longer allow myself 
or the other Americans here to 
be considered prisoners of war,” I 
told him. “We will take no further 
orders from you or your men, 
and we will leave with the Rus- 
sians,.”

The methodical Jap nodded his 
agreement but asked me to write 
out a statement for the record. 
This I did. And when I put my 
name to it I felt that here was 
liberation, formal liberation. ... 
just three years, three months 
and 18 days after I became a cap- 
tive. 

The Russian commander 
showed up at 5 o’clock, conferred 
for an hour after that with Marui, 
and then came out, got in his jeep 
and gave the word to roll on. 


The Russians came into Man- 
churia with poor maps. At least 
our Russians did. For the next 
five hours we traveled on wrong 
roads. At midnight we reached 
a fair-sized town and I suggested 
to the Russian that he pick up a 
Chinese guide. This took another 
hour, and then we started off 
again. But at 4 a.m. the road 
petered out into a pig track. So 
we had to go back to the town. 

We reached there about day- 
light on Aug. 25 and drove all 
that day over roads that jarred 
the new fillings out of our teeth. 
We were perpetually being stuck 
in the mud, out of which the Rus- 
sian jeeps would pull our wheez- 
ing busses. 


At noon that day I got a lesson 
in the hardy ingenuity of the Rus- 
sian soldier. Our convoy reached 
a river as wide as the Missouri 
is at Kansas City. It was deep 
and fast flowing and the iron 
bridge was down. 


The Russian colone) stopped. us, 
turned his jeep around and drove 
back to a place from which he 
shot the jeep up on to the rough 
approach to a narrow railroad 
bridge which spanned the river. 
With his wheels straddling the 
rails, and his tires bumping along 
the ties, he drove straight across 
the long bridge, turned around 
and drove back. He called Leith 
and muttered some Russian at 
him. 

“The colonel] says that the whole 
convoy will have to cross the river 
- oe did... or stay where

I had some serious doubts, but 
by that time we were all burning- 
ly eager to get to Mukden. So 
we rumbled across the river, with 
many a sidewise glance at the 
groaning ties, our careening old 
vehicles and the water beneath us. 

In the pouring rain of mid- 
afternoon one of our busses got 
hopelessly mired in the mud at 
the foot of a pass over a steep 
divide. Chinese in the area imme- 
diately began to assemble around 
us. Through Leith they offered to 
help us. Dozens of them went to 
work corduroying the slippery 
rise in front of our convoy. They 
took all the baggage out of the 
truck and carried it up the hill. 
Then they helped us and the jeeps 
pull and push the bus out of the 
mud and we managed to get our 
lumbering vehicles to the top of 
the grade. When they were done 
I tried to give their head man 
$100 in American currency, which 
would have amounted to about 
250,000 Chinese dollars at the then 
current rate of exchange. He dis- 
cussed it with his men for a time 
and then turned down the money 
with thanks. 

“We are only too happy to do 
this for Americans,” he said 
through Leith. 

It was quite touching. I stood 
by the bus and spoke to these 
simple, generous men, and told 
them that the President of the 
United States would feel just as 
grateful for what they had done 
as we now felt. They liked that 
80 much that they cheered as I 
got in the bus and we pulled away. 

Our lead bus got stuck so badly 
just before dark that nothing 
could pull it out, but fortunately 
we were close to a narrow-gauge 
railroad. From nearby Chinese we 
learned that this tiny railroad con- 
nected with the main railroad to 
Mukden in about 20 miles. .We

Acheson Urges 
Amity Between 
U.S. and Russia 


No Reason for Clash 
of Interests in Any 
Area, He Asserts. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP) 
NDER SECRETARY OF 
U STATE DEAN ACHESON says 
there is “no objective reason” 
why there should be any area in 
the world—“now or in the future” 
—where the interests of the Unite 
ed States and Soviet Russia clash. 

He declared in a speech last 

night at a meeting sponsored by 
the National Council of American- 
Soviet friendship that the Ameri- 
can people agree with the Rus- 
sians “that to have friendly gov- 
ernments along her borders is es- 
sential both for the security of 
the Soviet Union and for the 
peace of the world.” 
“But it seems equally clear to 
us,” he said, “that the interest in 
security must take into account 
and respect , ., the interest of 
other peoples to choose the gen- 
eral surroundings of their own 
lives and of all men to be secure 
in their freedom. 

“In this area where the room 
for adjustment is broad and where 
thes necessity for extreme meas- 
ures is absent, the problem seems 
wholly possible of friendly solu- 
tion.” 

Acheson said that better under- 
standing between the two peoples 
depends on mutual attempts to 
open up press and other channels 
of information. 

“I see no way to draw our 
peoples into closer understanding 
except by persistent efforts, on 
both sides, to free the lines of 
communication through the press 
and the radio, through books and 
magazines, through the exchange 
of knowledge and culture, and 
through travel and personal ac- 
quaintance,” he asserted. 


Talk of War Denounced. 


Joseph E, Davies, former am- 
bassador to Russia, said: 

“We hear a few mad militarists 
—not among the great war lead- 
ers—in this and other countries, 
who advocate war with Russia, 
now, rather than later. That is 
insanity. It is gambling with 
peace. It is throwing dynamite 
around.” 

Davies valled for a’ better under- 
standing of Soviet problems and 
actions. 

The Very Rev. Hewlett Johnson, 
dean of Canterbury, urged the 
Russian press to give “a fuller 
acknowledgement of the western 
contribution to the defeat of 
Facism.” 

“IT have long wished to see a 
more helpful and intelligent at- 
titude toward the western press 
in Moscow,” he said. “And I am 
happy to learn even as J] reach 
your country of change in this 
respect. I should like also to see 
in the Russian press a full ac- 
knowledgement of the western 
contribution to the defeat of 
Fascism and present assistance in 
rehabilitation.”

Let Nazis Use 


Assets Despite Pledge to U.S.

VIDENCE that the Nazi government was able, even in the 
closing days of the fighting in Europe, to work out an arrange- 
ment with Swiss bankers for the utilization .of German assets 
in that country was made public today by the Kilgore subcommittee 


of the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 


The evidence is in the form of 
letters written from Switzerland 
by Emil Puhl, then vice president 
of the Reichsbank, to Walter 
Funk, Reichsbank president and 
Minister of Economics, who has 
been indicted as a war criminal. 
The four letters, dated between 
March 19 and April 6, were seized 
by Army investigators in a search 
of records of German financial 
and industrial establishments. 


Future War Reserves. 


Senator Harley M, Kilgore 
(Dem.), West Virginia, chairman 
of the subcommittee which has 
been studying means of eliminat- 
ing German resources for war, 
said the letters showed how the 
Germans, faced with defeat, ‘were 
able to use neutral countries to 


build up a network of economic 
and political reserves for future 
aggression.” 

Puhl’s visit to Switzerland was 
on the heels of the delegation 
headed by Lauchlin Currie as per- 
sonal representative of President 
Roosevelt. The Currie mission ob- 
tained an agreement that the 
Swiss government would take 
measures to discover and immo- 
bilize German assets subject to its 
jurisdiction. Notwithstanding the 
Currie agreement, Puhl was able 
to write to Funk, last March 30:

Where Congress Fails 


In his altogether admirable address before 
Congress, the Prime Minister let fall one dismal 
thought, doubtless with the best intentions in 
the world. | 

Mr. Attlee was speaking of the paucity of in- 
formation in one country about the politics of 
another. “I doubt in fact,” he said, to carry his 
point with Oxonian courtesy, “whether very 
many British citizens know the exact difference 
between a Republican and a Democrat.” 

It was not reported whether a hush, as though 
ghosts were walking, fell upon our Senators and 
Representatives jointly assembled. If so, then 
it should be hastily assumed that His Majesty’s 
First Minister meant no offense. For how could 
he have realized that he was speaking to a body 
of men who obviously don't know the difference 
between a Republican and a Democrat them- 
selves? 

Mr. Attlee, as he himself explained,.is a party 
leader, a majority leader, chosen spokesman of 
adherents to a specific policy. But few Demo- 
crats or Republicans on Capitol Hill follow any 
leader, adhere to policy whether broad or spe- 
cific, or otherwise indicate any special loyalty 
to anyone or anything. 

This chaotic state of affairs is one of the cry- 
ing needs for congressional reform. The lack 
of liaison between Congress and the executive 
branch, the lack of minority and majority policy 
committees with some advisory influence, the 
seniority rule that frustrates fresh committee 
leadership, all leave the legislative branch in a 
fly-away state unless there happens to be a Titan 
in the White House. 

Since Mr. Truman came to office, more espe- 
cially since war's end, party lines have been as 
tightly drawn as a limp string. Caucuses and 
conferences have no more meaning than a 
chance encounter at the theater. The average 
Senator or Congressman seems to consider him- 
self responsible to those constituents with the 
most nuisance value, and otherwise accountable 
to nobody. Party discipline is non-existent. 

The complete collapse of any sense of party 
obligation has been responsible, perhaps more 
than any other single factor, for the wrecking 
of Mr. Truman’s legislative program. To assess 
its danger to the democratic system, it is neces- 
sary to go back to the last election. 

Mr. Roosevelt was returned to office by a ma- 
jority of three and a half million votes over his 
opponent—an opponent who appropriated the 
winning candidate’s domestic program almost to 
the last comma. That program was detailed in 
speech after speech-—-Boston, New York, Wash- 
ington, Soldier Field. Repeatedly Mr. Roose- 
velt took his stand on full employment, ex- 


panded social security, housing, MVA, control of. 


inflation, FEPC, “a decent living,” a liberal re- 
conversion plan, the economic bill of rights. 
Especially in view of the bi-partisan sponsorship 
of this program, there is not much question 
about a majority of the voters being for it. 

The same program was repeated in the presi- 
dential message of Jan. 6 to Congress, and Mr. 
Truman properly adopted it and repeated it to 
Congress in September. 

What has happened to this voter-approved, 
often reiterated program? It seems to be out 
the window. A few Republicans brave the Old 
Guard wrath to support it. A few more Demo- 
erats, many of them junior members with little 
influence, brave the anger of entrenched com- 
mittee chairmen to fight for it. But the machin- 
ery of Congress itself is so rusty, tradition-crip- 
pled and broken down that only sweeping re- 
form can bring back democratic operation and 
party responsibility to a respectable influence in 
government. 

Strongly recommended to Mr, Atilee, as an 
aid to understanding the present peculiar poli- 
tics of his American cousins, is a line from a 
new play, “State of the Union.” A Dixie-bred 
dowager explains apologetically to her husband's 
G. O. P. friends: “We’re solid Democrats at 
election time wheah Ah come from, but we got 
a mighty good Republican record in Congress.” 


A Depressing Marriage 

To divide employment equally between Re- 
publicans and Democrats in the State Health and 
Welfare Department, a rule now approved by 
a State Senate committee, is obviously not a rule 
for employment on merit. 

Almost surely, it will incur the Governor’s 
veto if it reaches him. Almost gurely, if it 
becomes law, it will shut Missouri off from scme 
$18,000,000 a year in Federal social security 
funds, and the State Supreme Court will almost 
surely strike it down under the new Constitution. 
Almost surely, already, it is waking the siumber- 
ous forces for good government to send certain 
legislators back to private life. 

Against all these near-certainties, neverthe- 
less, the patronage-hungry Senate moves on- 
ward. A certain amount of low cunning in legis- 
latures is understandable. So is a certain amount 
of stupidity. It is pretty depressing, neverthe- 
less, when the two join thus triumphantly in 
unholy marriage. 
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Old saws resharpened: Home is where the 


black market is. 
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Congress and the Housing Shortage 
The sit-down strike of landlords which George 
Groves, assistant rent control director of OPA 
in St. Louis, has reported, points up two glar- 
ing fallacies in the real estate price control sys- 
tem. Until these fallacies are corrected by Con- 
gress, the inflation which is at the core of the 
housing shortage will not be ameliorated. 
Fallacy No, 1 is that we can have price con- 


trol of rents without having price control of ° 


sales. Mr. Groves’s estimate that 20 per cent 
of St. Louis rental property has been shifted 
from the rental to the sale market because of 
control of rental prices is an alarming demon- 
stration that the problem cannot be attacked by 
halves. Price control of rents is meaningless to 
the extent that it is evaded by escape into the 
uncontrolled sale market. Congress should im- 
pose controls on real estate sale prices. 

Fallacy No. 2 is that Congress can cordially 
invite a sit-down strike of landlords without get- 
ting it. The cordial invitation is contained in 
the expiration date for the rent control law, next 
June. The only way to correct the situation is 
to show the sit-down strikers that they can’t win 
the gamble. And the way to do that is to ex- 


, 
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tend the life of the rent control law and do tt 
immediately, As long as it is not extended, there 
will be landlords willing to gamble that it won't 
be. 
There are several primary reasons why vet- 
erans, and others, cannot find a place to live in. 
One is that their Representatives and Senators 
in Congress are not doing their duty by them. 
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Fundamental Reform in Japan 

Carrying out the directives of the State De- 
partment, Gen. MacArthur is going about the 
job of Japanese reconstruction with a purposeful 
thoroughness that promises well not only for the 
stability of the Far East and the world, but for 
the Japanese people themselves. 

The most recent step, and the most significant, 
is the order for abolition of the Zaibatsu, the 
four-family oligarchy that dominated the eco- 
nomic daily living of every Japanese. The order 
calls for the transfer of all assets of Zaibatsu 
companies, a giant combination of monopolies, 
to a new holding company whose business will 
be the dissolution of the trusts so as to “provide 
for the wider distribution of income and owner- 
ship of the means of production and trade.” 

It is definitely indicated that responsibility 
for the operation of the new holding company 
will be squarely on the Japanese Government, 
but that all policies and appointments of person- 
nel will be subject to the strict review of oc- 
cupation authorities. The ground has thus been 
cut from under those recalcitrant elements of 
the Shidehara Government who talked of a 
“voluntary” dissolution of monopoly by monop- 
olists themselves. 

But, even as they talked of dissolution, they 
went ahead with plans for paying into the hands 
of the trusts more than two billion dollars of 
Government funds as indemnity for canceled 
war contracts. It has now been made clear 
that there will be no such program for killing 
the cat by drowning it in cream. 

The policy calls for complete withdrawal of 
all Zaibatsu families from any connection with 
management. Other trusts will be broken up. 
New laws are to be made for the prevention 
of future monopoly. The far-reaching purpose 
is to “aid Japanese economic development along 
peaceful, democratic lines.” 

The words “peaceful” and “democratic” ap- 
pear properly together. It was only by political 
suppression coupled with the severest economic 
exploitation that Japan built up her war poten- 
tial. National policies toward imperialist ag- 
gression were fostered by the industrial monop- 
olists whose profits came from the machinery 
of war. 

The ground is now being prepared for the 
Japanese worker to have a fair share in the 
products of his work. There will be hard plow- 
ing ahead, but out of economic opportunity will 
come the only possibility for social and political 
democracy.

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Rescue of the Delmo Farm Homes 

The long and often apparently hopeless fight 
to save the Delmo farm colonies reached a happy 
ending yesterday when the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration accepted the bid of a St. Louis 
group of the colonists’ friends. So 549 self- 
sustaining Missouri families will not be evicted 
from the neat, tight cottages, with their half-acre 
plots of garden space, They will not return to 
the dilapidated sharecropper cabins and the pre- 
carious existence from which the FSA project 
had rescued them, only to have the undoing of 
its work ordered by the vote of Congress. 

Now the tenants will be able to buy the homes 
on weasonable terms from the purchasing group, 
instead of being driven back into the rural 
slums whence they came. Their deliverance, it 
is instructive to note, does not come by act of 
Congress, or from the intercession of public of- 
ficials. Senator Briggs strove mightily to avert 
the colonies’ break-up, and there were a few 
other friends in public life, but the action of 
warm-hearted private citizens was required to 
save the day. 

The persons who raised the considerable fund 
required have a fine humanitarian deed to their 
credit. This was not charity, however. It was a 
splendid investment in good citizenship, which 
will be paying high dividends to Bootheel Mis- 
souri for years to come. 
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Secretary Patterson obviously feels that Lt. 
Gen. Doolittle should be allowed to talkplenty.

From a Letter by J. L. Magnes, President of the Hebrew University, 
Jerusalem; to the Editors of The Nation, Dec. 23, 1944 


IT have lived in Palestine for almost 22 
years. I am the president of the Hebrew 
University, but what I am writing is not 
in the name of the university. The views 
expressed here are, however, shared by a 
number of men and women of standing, 
both in Palestine and elsewhere, 

The problem is primarily how to give 
the Jews the chance of a larger immigra- 
tion and at the same time take away from 
Arabs their fear of being swamped and 
dominated by large numbers of Jews, 


My friends and I were glad to know that 
President Roosevelt said recently that both 
Jews and Arabs would be consulted before 
final decisions as to Palestine were taken. 
That, doubtless, will result in a compro- 
mise. 

The compromise we propose is as fol- 
lows: political and numerical parity be- 
tween the Jews and Arabs in a bi-national 
Palestine which is to be part of a larger 
union consisting of four autonomous units 
~-Palestine, Trans-Jordan, Syria, the Leba- 
non. 

We are convinced that both the Jewish 
and the Arab people can be won for this 
or a similar compromise. The leaders will 
be reluctant and may want to rouse their 
people to revolt. But we are confident 
that they cannot succeed in this, because 
both peoples can, we think, be persuaded 
to acquiesce in such a compromise. 


A Danger of War Is Seen 


If the attempt is made to convert Pales- 
tine into an Arab state or a Jewish atate 
there will, we think, be war here, 

As to Jewish immigration, which {is the 
crux of the problem, our compromise— 
that is, the principle of parity—would pro- 
vide that another 500,000 Jews, approxi- 
mately, could be brought into Palestine. 
There are now over 500,000 Jews and over 
1,000,000 Arabs here. 

The tempo of this immigration would be 
dependent upon the economic -absorptive 
capacity of the country. The faster the 
Jews could help to increase this, the faster 
the immigration. 

After this initial parity has been reached 
—one does not know at present how long 
this would take; the quicker the better— 
there would be a further steady, though 
limited, Jewish immigration in order to 
make up the difference between the Arab 
and Jewish birth rate. The Arab birth 
rate is higher than the Jewish (2.7 per cent 
to 13 per cent). 


An Arab Union Proposed 


If parity, thus attained, results, as we 
think it can, in peace and co-operation be- 
tween Jews and Arabs, agreements as to 
immigration and settlement other than the 
purely arithmetical are thinkable. But this 
would depend, first, upon the proper 
achievement of parity, and then upon the 
co-operation and understanding attendant 
upon it. 

As to Arab fears, we are convinced that 
they can be removed through the creation 
of the larger union of Palestine, Trans- 
Jordan, Syria and Lebanon. This would 
provide the wider background needed for 
giving a more generous answer to the 
Palestine problem than if the whole issue 
were restricted to the narrow confines of 
Palestine alone, 


In this union, an Arab population of per- 
haps 5,000,000 would be brought together. 
The Arabs of Palestine would not need 
then to fear, as they do now, domination 
by larger Jewish immigration. 


The Jews would be given the right to 
purchase land on the basis of parity. What 
matters is that the settler, Jew or Arab, 
should be protected against being bought 
out by finance capital. 

Politically, there would be equal rights 
and duties for both peoples in the bi- 
national Palestine, somewhat on the Swiss 
model, with modifications appropriate to 
Palestine conditions. Several plans have 
been drafted for such an eventuality. 


On condition that political peace could 
be established thus in Palestine itself, 
but only on this condition, it is likely that 
other countries of the larger union, more 
especially Trans-Jordan, would want to 
have Jewish immigrants who could be of 
aid in the development of their sparsely 
populated lands, 


A Case of Historical Necessity 


It should of course be clear that addi- 
tiona] Jewish settlement outside Palestine 
would not be part of the Jewish National 
Home inside Palestine that was assured 
to the Jews by the League of Nations and 
the mandatory power, and not outside 
Palestine. 

We assume that there is to be in the 
Middle East a regional body on which local 
governments as well as the United Nations 
are to be represented. This regional body 
would guarantee the political undertakings 
entered upon by the Jews and the Arabs, 
and this regional body would also aid in 
the economic and social development of the 
union of the four countries. 

Both the Jewish National Home and a 
larger Arab union are historical necessities, 
no matter what the temporary setbacks 
either or both may suffer. The fate of 
each is bound up with that of the other. 
Perhaps Palestine may be spared the 
misery due to intransigent nationalistic 
rivalries if the whole issue is lifted to a 
wider political and economic plane. 

The Holy Land of three religions is in 
deep need of a wise and peaceful answer to 
its problems.

Of William Allen White, 
Editor With a Big Heart 


“A Man From Kansas: The Story of William Allen 
White,’’ by David Hinshaw. (G. P. Putnam’s Sens, 
New York.) 


Here is a pleasant portrait, by a former 
associate, of the late editor of the Emporia 
Gazette. There have been other small- 
town editors to whose door the world has 
beaten a track, but in Mr. White's case, 
the track became a broad boulevard. By 
the time he died, his fame was assured and 
his aura of goodness had warmed hearts 
all over the United States. 

Mr. White was not a great editor in the 
sense that Adolph Ochs or Joseph Pulitzer 
were great editors, His Emporia Gazette 
was a good small-town newspaper, but no 
better than many others. The difference 
was that it glowed, on its editorial page, 
with a rich, racy, funny, big-hearted, some 
times irritating, sometimes saccharine, al- 
ways lovable human personality. 


* . - 


Non-Emporians never wanted to read the 
Gazette, but only what Mr. White had writ- 
ten in it. And, since he owned the paper, 
he could write just what he pleased. He 
could write politics if he felt like it, or he 
could describe a trip he and Mrs. White 
had taken to New York, or he could deal 
touchingly and at length with the death 
of a Negro man-of-all-work, or he could 
write a masterpiece on the death of his 
daughter, Mary. He used his freedom with 
power and with charm. 

Mr, White had a great heart, but it is 
not so clear that he had a great intellect. 
He became famous as a youngster with an 
editorial called “What's the Matter With 
Kansas?” which lambasted the Populist 
movement.: But this original fame was 
tainted. It came because the then-dom- 
inant Republican party circulated the edi- 
torial by the millions of copies for politi- 
cal purposes. 

Mr. White, as a youngster, was a violent 
conservative, the kind of partisan .Repub- 
lican who fiercely supported all the party 
candidates from President to dogcatcher. 


. . * ‘ 


His development into liberalism was slow 
and painful, and he frequently had lapses 
along the way. It was the personality of 
Theodore Roosevelt—the cussing, trust- 
busting Teddy—which jarred White out of 
his early conservatism and complacency. 
And, though he struck many a fine blow 
for liberal causes during his career, such 
as his flaming fight against the Ku Klux 
Klan, he never completely integrated his 
intellectual development. 

Franklin Roosevelt, who was devoted to 
White, used to twit him. He would say, 
‘Bill, you are with me three and a haif 
years out of every four: then when the 
campaign comes, you go back to the Re 
publican party.” 

But this inability to cut away entirely 
from old alliances was one of the many 
things that proved White’s innate human- 
ness. He was frail and he was strong; he 
could scold his home town as well as boost 
it beyond all reasonableness, but he always 
“resisted being frozen by the ice of the in- 
tellect. He always: was motivated by a heart 
as big as a bushel basket.

Every one who has followed the 
discussion now knows that it is 
impossible for the Government to 
keep the secret of the atomic 
bomb. That much no serious per- 
son any longer denies; no one pre- 
tends that we have more than a 
head start in the production of 
atomic bombs. 

But this discussion carries with 
it as its corollary another, which 
is equally significant though it 
has not received the same atten- 
tion. If one, two or three govern- 
ments cannot keep “the secret,” 
then five governments separately, 
or as the Security Council, are also 
unable to keep the secret. 


A Certain Failure. 


We are dealing, in other words, 
with a large body of developing 
scientific knowledge and its ap- 
plication in untold ways to count- 
less unpredictable ends. Any pub- 
lic policy is bound to be falsely 


conceived if it rests on tne notion 
that any government, or a league 
of governments, or even a world 
government, can prevent some 
scientists from discovering any- 
thing which other scientists have 
already found out. 

If in a field of knowledge like 
this one, public men, who are as a 
matter of course ignorant, at- 
tempt to outwit men of science, 
they are certain to fail. The true 
conclusion and the major premise 
of all public policy is, I submit, 
that governments cannot govern 
the development of the science 
and technology of atomic energy. 
That belongs to the men of sci- 
ence and the engineers. 

What governments can do, and 
must do, is to form public policies 
which are favorable to and con- 
sistent with the civilized use of 
atomic energy. 

What, then, are we to think of 
Mr. Attlee’s proposal to share our 
knowledge of atomic energy with 
the members of the Security Coun- 
cil? We shall think all the better 
of it, I believe, the more clearly 
we have grasped the idea, and its 
implications, that the development 
of atomic energy cannot be gov- 
erned by governments. 

Suppose it is agreed in principle 
that Britain, Canada and the 
United States will snare the secret 
with the Soviet Union, France 
and China. How in fact do we go 
about sharing it? Not, as might 
at first be supposed, by calling a 
meeting of the Security Council at 
which Mr. Byrnes takes a sealed 
envelope out of his pocket, opens 
it and hands carbon copies of the 
great secret to Mr. Molotov, Mr. 
Bidault and Mr. Soong. 


All Greek to Them. 


For Mr. Byrnes, not being a 
nuclear physicist, would have only 
the dimmest idea of what he was 
divulging, and Messrs. Molotov, 


Bidault and Soong would be quite 
incapable of discussing the “se- 
cret” which had been “shared” 
with them. 

The fact of the matter is that if 
Mr. Byrnes had such a memoran- 
dum, it would have been written 
for him by Dr. Bush and his asso- 
ciates, and the only Russians, 
Frenchmen and Chinese who could 
make head or tail out of it would 
be a certain number of scientists 
who are already advanced students 
in the field of atomic science. 

What, therefore, would happen 


N the three months since the atomic bombs were dropped on 
Japan, American scientists have already done an inestimable 
They have provided the knowledge which enables us to 
define the problem and therefore to see, not, to be sure, the full 
ready-made solution, but where to look for it.

The primary political question 
would, therefore, be not how a 
few governments are-to share this 
secret but how the scientists are 
to share it. They are the only 
people who can share it, because 
they are the only people capable 
of understanding it. If tomorrow 
morning Messrs. Bush, Conant, 
Urey, Oppenheimer, along with 
Einstein, Bohr, Fermi, offered to 
share the secret with me, I could 
no more take advantage of their 
kind offer than I could become an 
opera singer by having a good, 
long, hush-hush and heart-to-heart 
talk with Miss Lily Pons. 

When we talk of sharing this 
secret with the Security Council, 
this can mean only that we shall 
propose agreements and arrange- 
ments by which all men who work 
in the general field of atomic sci- 
ence are enabled to share their 
knowledge, past, present and fu- 
ture.

Pauley said he had examined 
the vault of the Bank of Japan 
and found “amazing similarity” 
between the “loot” there and that 
in the Reichsbank in Frankfurt, 
Germany, where the United States 
found gold and other treasure. 

The value of the bank contents 
was not as great as that in Ger- 
many, he said, but he would give 
no over-all estimate of the value 
of gold, silver, coins, jewels and 
other treasures he saw here, 

Expects to Enter Korea. 

He disclosed that his commis- 
sion had requested of Russia per- 
mission to enter northern Korea 
and Manchuria and expects to go 
there “either while the Russians 
are still occupying Korea and 
Manchuria or after they have 
left.” He said he anticipated the 
Russians would vacate northern 
Korea soon, but did not elaborate. 

The policy of the United States 
in reparations will be to “eradi- 
cate every vestige of militarism 
from the life of Japan, and we 
want it to be just. We expect the 
Japanese to show they are trying 
to ‘develop democratic principles 
and policies which will lead them 
to a more abundant life than the 
Japanese people ever enjoyed un- 
der the militarists.” 

Russia, Pauley said, and other 
Allies are believed to be follow- 
ing the same principles. The com- 
missioner anticipated that small 
nations would receive the larger 
share of reparations, particularly 
of machinery, since the United 
States is not interested in sec- 
ond-hand machinesy. 

“Democratization” Plan. 

The newspaper Asaki reported 
a current plan for “democratiza- 
tion” of the throne involved abo- 
lition of the key position, Lord 
Keeper of the Privy Seal, but re- 
tention of the remainder of the 
cumbersome inner circle around 
the Emperor. , 

Japan's House of Representa- 
tives, as well as the imperial sys- 
tem, may be up for reorganization 
soon, Kyodo news agency said to- 
day. It predicted “‘heated discus- 
sion” of election-law revision in 
the Nov. 26 Diet session, which 
may radically alter the House of 
Representatives organization. 

Leaders of the Liberal party 
meanwhile prepared to appeal for 
the help of Socialists and the Peo- 
ple’s party in a united front to 
deal with food _ scarcity.

AS A RULE, the farther you go in the school system, the 
less value you will receive from vocational guidance. 

In dealing with people of unknown or limited educational 
backgrounds, ag in the army or an employment office, voca- 
tional guidance consists partly of intelligence testing to find 
out the mental horsepower of various individuals. A sluggish 
thinker, for example, would definitely prove unsatisfactory in 
an executive post or when required to perform complicated 
mettal functions. But every college student who is possessed 
of normal anatomical equipment in the form of health, good 
eyesight etc., is competent to succeed in almost any line of 
work he may select. 3 

It then becomes chiefly a matter of motivation, whim, or 
ehance. It is, however, true that we can employ achievement 
tests that will soon indicate whether you have mechanical ex- 
perience, or already possess the habits of a stenographer, ac- 
countant or machinist. But even if you aren't a good stenog- 
rapher now, a person of reasonable intelligence can soon be- 
come an expert in this field by taking a course in a reputable 
business college. In brief, you are not created to be expert 
in a “one and only” job, but have considerable versatility. 
The more brains or intelligence you possess, the wider the 
range of occupations in which you can succeed.

HERE are at least two definite 
T aavantages to the use of fruit 

juice in the following recipe. 
It makes good use of a left-over 
and the result is actually an in- 
creased fruit flavor in the cookies, 
There is one precaution, however, 
that must always be taken with 
any fruit cookie and that is not 
to overbake to a point where the 
fruit acquires a scorched flavor. 
This means special care must be 
taken in the dropping of the cook- 
ies that the same amount of dough 
is dropped for each and an effort 
must be made to see that raisins 
that remain on the outside of the 
cookie dough be pushed down in- 
side the dough with a toothpick, 
The high sugar content of raisins 
causes the fruit to scorch before 
the dough can bake. The cookies 
should also be of the same height 
as well as the same size, so that 
they bake evenly. If the amateur 
finds this impossible at first, then 
after eight of 10 minutes of bak- 
ing she should begin peeking and 
as soon as the thinner cookies 
are done. remove them quickly to 
the cake rack and return the un- 
der-baked ones-to the oven. 


Fruit Drop Cookies. 

Sift cake flour and measure two 
cups. Resift three times with two 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt, one 


teaspoon cinnamon and one-fourth 
teaspoon cloves, Cream one-half 
cup shortening until] smooth and 
soft. Blend in one cup sugar, add 
one beaten egg, and beat until 
fluffy and light colored, Add flour 
mixture and one-fourth cup fruit 
juice (orange or juice from canned 
fruit) alternately, mixing  thor- 
oughly. Stir in one-half cup 
chopped raisins and one-fourth 
teaspoon vanilla. Drop by tea- 
spoons onto a buttered baking 
sheet, and bake in a moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees F.) about 15 
minutes, or until golden brown.

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At Home With the Hirohitos 


Emperor and Empress Live Quietly, — Goad — tor —

DON’T know where the story 
| began, but anyhow it is not 

true that only Hirohito and 
Adm. Halsey are permitted to ride 
an all-white horse in Japan. 

I was reminded to make a point 
of asking about it because I saw 
a Jap who was certainly not Hiro- 
hito riding one just before talk- 
ing to the man who served the 
Emperor for 30 years. 

In any case, Hirohito now has 
little time for riding or the other 
sports to which he was mildly de- 
voted before the war. Once he 
rode Shirayuki (White Snow) 
about the palace preserves on two 
days a week and (frequently 
played golf or tennis with young 
courtiers as opponents. Now- 
adays, however, he has neither 
the time nor spirit for such friv- 
olous pursuits. 


Six days a week from 9:30 un- 
til 6:30 p.m, and frequently after 
dinner, the little man, who ranks 
as God to millions, works in a 
small bare office. It is generally

Saturday afternoons are the 
only hours he permits himself for 
relaxation and those he spends 
working in his small laboratory 
or digging in the vegetable gar- 
dens and small rice paddy which 
were landscaped palace gardens 
in the days forever lost. For his 
gardening, the Emperor dons rub- 
ber boots and old clothes and 
actually gets down and digs, so I 
am told. It is doubtful, however, 
if he approaches the rice paddy 
with much real enthusiasm, since 
he began it as a sort of duty 
project calculated to set an ex- 
emple to a nation actually in need 
of food. His real interest is the 
growing of edible mushrooms of 
which he is reported to have 
many varieties. He experiments 
with soils and growing conditions 
and different varieties and has 
achieved some fame as a sort of 
agricultural expert. 


His greatest interest is in his 
laboratory, where he conducts bio- 
logical research and has become 
known to fellow biologists as a 
competent man who has made 
several respectable independent 
discoveries. 


One could imagine that his lab- 
oratory work is sometimes ham- 
pered by a personal aversion to 
killing so strong that it amounts 
to an-obsession. Now, let's not 
argue. That's what the man told 
me. He said for example that a 
remote mountain village once pre-

téntion to the success of a gov- 
ernment housing project for war 
workers. This is known as Green- 
mount Village in Dayton, O., and 
was initiated in 1941. It is one of 
eight mutual ownership projects 
built in a locality where the work- 
ers are likely to retain their em- 
ployment after the expiration of 
ne war emergency. 

The plan was that the residents 
of these projects would form mu- 
tual ownership corporations which 
would eventually purchase these 
properties from the government, 
at a fair market "value; and the 
government would hold a 45-year 
mortgage at the interest rate of 
three per cent. Individuals who 
might lose their: jobs, and have 
to move, were safeguarded by a 
plan which permitted them to sell 
their equity in the corporation at 
any time, either to another indi- 
vidual acceptable to the corpora- 
tion or direct to the corporation 
itself. | 

One of the residents of Green- 
mount wrote me with pride that 
they were proving there a point 
which he felt my husband had 
wanted to prove—-namely, that 
“the average American only need- 
ed the opportunity to help him- 
self.” Given that opportunity he 
would work out his own salvation, 
which the success of this project 
seems to prove, 
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O MANY interesting’ things 
S come to my notice every day 
that it is sometimes hard to 
remember to tell you about them. 
One of them sounds to me like 
a most unusual and valuable idea. 
It is an exhibition which will be 
put on at the Cleveland Health 
Museum, and it is sponsored by 
the Welfare Federation of Cleve 
land and four other organizations.

The most remarkable fact in 
connection with South's bidding 
was that he is an acknowledged 
expert—one of the 20 best play- 
ers in New York. If he could 
be guilty of incurring such a huge 
penalty—with no justified hope of 
anything like a commensurate re- 
ward if things went well—then, I 
suppose, lesser players are blame- 
less under similar circumstances. 

For guilty South was, with a 
vengeance! Oh yes—he found a 
worthless dummy, but that did not 
mitigate his crime in the slight- 
est degree. What could he legiti- 
mately expect to find in North's 
hand, with West opening the bid- 
ding, North passing, and East 
showing real values via his re- 
sponse at the two level? Certain- 
ly, not much! 


The fundamental 
South's error lay in his utter in- 
consistency. Obviously, he con- 
sidered his hand too weak in top 
tricks for an opening bid, al 
though his honor-trick count, in- 
cluding’ the plus value for a sin- 
gleton, was acceptable in view of 
his six-card suit. But it wasn't 
important whether or not South 
opened this borderline—what was 
important was that he shouldn't 
“strain at a gnat and swallow a 
camel.”
